LATEST FROM FKANCE. 


The packet Albany arrived on Mon- 


day at Now-York, from Havre, with 
Pans papers of January 13, and London 
dales of the 1 1th. 


According to the London Courier, it 


is proposed to settle the disputes of 
Don Pedro and Don Miguel, of Portu- 
gal, by the same means which have 
been a'pplied to the afl'airs of Holland 
and Belgium. 


The Paris Moniteur of the 13th, con- 


firms what is said in the following par- 
agraph from the London Courier of the 
9th :— 


Our readers will recollect, that, a- 


bout a fortnight ago, we stated that 
the influence of Russia had extended to 
another great power, and that serious 
doubts were entertained ol the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of peace between Bel- 
gium and Holland, agreed upon by the 
conference. 
Circumstances have just 


occurred to convince us that we were 
perfectly well informed on the subject, 
and that if any ratification should ar- 
rive either from Prussia or Austria, it 
will be subject lo so many modifica- 
tions as to render it necessary to go 
through the whole affair fie now. 
In- 


deed, it is confidently slated, thai there 
•will be no ratification before the time 
fixed upon by the protocol at the latest 
period, viz. the 15th inst. 


With respect to the modifications 


which are spoken of as the basis upon 
which Austria and Prussia would be 
disposed to ratify, ii is said that a cl.mse 
must be added, modifying the 9'h arti- 
cle, relative to the navigation of the 
Dutch waters, rhers and canals, by the 
Belgians; and that a declaration must 
be made defining the navigation of the 
Mouse, where it passes t h r o u g h the 
town and fortress of Maestricht, so as 
to prevent f u t u r e disputes—the object, 
of these modifications being to respect 
the rights arid dignity of the King of the 
Netherlands. 
We hear also that Aus- 


tria arid Prussia decline to guarantee 
the a n n u a l payment hy Belgium of the 
eight millions four hundred thousand 
guilders as their portion of the inter- 
est of the debt, on the ground of such a 
guarantee implying a doubt of the in- 
tegrity of king Leopold. 
Should these 


modifications be adopted, an extension 
of time must lake place to enable the 
parties to complete the treaty, or rath- 
er the convention, for such would be its 
new character. 


The London Times affirms positive- 


ly, that the King of England has resol- 
ved to create Peers enough to carry the 
Reform Bill. 


The Kccnigsberg Gazette states the 


following:—Whilst a great part of the 
Polish troops had returned to Poland 
in consequence of the amnesty, a small 
number remained behind, disdaining 
the' means offered them to return to 
their country. The Prussian Govern- 
ment consented to their stay until furth- 
er orders, and promised to provide for 
their maintenance. But as the depar- 
ture ol" the greater number had made 
it necessary to effect some changes in 
the quartering of those who remained, 
some of the latter refused to comply 
with the measures prescribed by the 
government which bad taken these men 
under its protection. 
Several hundred 


of these refractory troops assembled at 
Elbing on the 22d uf December 
They 


were slopped by the garrison, and invi- 
ted to march to the quarters assigned 
for them. 
This they again indignant- 


ly refused. 
The Prussian authorities, 


however, by withholding from them 
their supply of bread and other neces- 
saries, brought them to their senses, Sc 
they at length complied with the wish- 
es of the 
Prussian 
government, by 


inarching off for their new canton- 
ments.
